In January & February, the library suffered some water damage. Water 
came in through the tops of several windows & along places on "outside” 
walls. Only 6 paperback books were lost thanks to the quick thinking 

& action taken by those staffing the library the first time the waters 
flowed. 


In March the library increased the hours it is open from 10 to 15 per week. 
This was done in order to comply with the newly revised State Standards for 
libraries. In an effort to be available to as much of the Town's population 
as possible, these hours were divided between a new evening & a weekday 
morning. 


The Community Outreach Program to link shur-ins with volunteer readers and/or 
materials delivery people did not ger off the ground. This was because only 
one person in town offered to deliver materials: no one expressed a desire 
for this service. 


The Friends of the Sullivan Library sponsored an Faster party for the 
children in town. It was very well attended. The children made Easter bonnets, 
played games, heard stories, won prizes and enjoyed refreshments. It was a 
fun time for all. 


During the summer new opportunities for community service arose. Videos were 
placed at: the Hilltop Campground and book & video packets were used by 
local home day-care providers. 


Much time was spent trying to update records this year. Another large project 
was the combining of thejuvenile & adult non-fiction collections. This was 
done in an effort to make searching for materials easier. Combining both 
components of the collection strengthened the weak areas of both and provided 
patrons with one area in which to search instead of two. 


Inter-library loans were requested of our library almost as often as requests 
were made of others by us. 


The library still belongs to the NUBANUSIT co-op. It is also a member of the 
co-op's video section. This has helped our video circulation, particurlarly 
during the last quarter. The video membership provides the library the 
opportunity to loan videos to which we would otherwise not have access. 
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This summer the Trustees began a fundraiser for roof repairs. After 
receiving an estimate, a goal of $4500.00 was set. This goal was met in 
December. 


The Library will be receiving repairs as a local Boy Scout works on his 
Eagle Project. At the end of the year this was still in its planning 
stages. 


This fall an Assistant Librarian was hired. Maryann May has been a wonderful 
assest to the library, and I am glad to have her assistance.

Annual Report 1994 


The seven member Conservation Commission was quite busy this year in 
the following areas. Many thanks go to the hard efforts of the following 
individuals: Becky Cummings (Secretary), David Hull, Jean Hoffman, 
Virginia Howard, Ed McCann, Joe Ovsenik, and Roger Sweet. Special thanks 
goes to Ed McCann, who retired from the commission after many years of 
grateful service. 


Attended Meetings: The Natural Resource Advisory Council of the Southwest 
Regional Planning Commission was participated in on a monthly basis. 
In-stream flows for the Ashuelot River, the statewide Groundwater Protection 
Program, and a region wide Natural Resource Conservation Plan was discussed. 
The latter was spearheaded by the Sullivan Conservation Commission. Planning 
Board meetings were attended in an effort to streamline communications 
between the two town bodies. Assistance was provided in developing open 
Space and wetlands protection initiatives. The semi-annual Monadnock 

Regioal Conservation Commission meetings were attended and activities in 
Sullivan was reported on. Finally, the annual meeting of the NH Association 
of Conservation Commissions was attended by two members, one of whom 
provided a workshop on vernal pool protection. 


Offered Walks: Two walks were offered for the citizens of Sullivan. The 

first was a late winter hike in the northeast part of town up into the 
Andorra Forest and back around to Taylor Pond. Snow conditions were excellent 
and tracks of deer, moose, fisher, otter and bobcat were among those seen. 
The second hike was also in this area, and was sponsored by the Harris Center 
for Conservation Education in Hancock. Over thirty individuals made it from 
near the Hoffman's residence all the way to Pitcher Mtn. Many thanks to 

Roger Sweet, Jean and John Hoffman for assisting in the planning and coor- 
dination of these events. 


Wetlands: Two permits were reviewed this year and one wetland crossing was 
advised on. Assistance was provided to the town for a small fill project 

behind the town barn which has provided an area that will assist in future 
scrap metal collection efforts. Forms for thenew expedited ("fast track") 
permits were reviewed and explained to commission members. This new and 

faster permit process allows the Conservation Commission to sign off on permits 
before they go to the state, and thus speeds up the review process. 


Land Conservation: Roger and Ann Sweet became official Land Stewards for the 
Forest Society's Alison Nims Piper Memorial Forest on Gilsum Road. In 

an exciting new initiative by SPNHF, volunteers from towns that have Forest 
Society lands are oonitoring these ownerships andeasements for the 
organization. New trails and other improvements are planned for this 250+ 
acre parcel. Roger also joined the Ashuelot River commission and was elected 
Chair! Now that the Ashuelot is a state protected river, planning is 
underway to establish guidance for town uses. 
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Reviewed and Filed Reports: Monthly legislative reports from the NHACC office 
were reviewed and reported on. The new BMP's for Timber Harvesting and 
Erosion Control were reviewed and shared with the commission, draft guide- 
lines for wetland setbacks were commented on, and state assisted aquifer 
protection regulations were examined for potential use in Sullivan's 

only high-yield aquifer area along Otter Brook. 


Solid Waste: Over thirty tons of scrap metal was hauled out of Sullivan 
this year! Down from the fifty tons of two years ago, it was still quite 
an impressive pile,reported the six commission members who participated 
in the two weekend event. In spite of lots of advertising, there were 
still some problems with leaving unpurged refrigerators - the $160 the 
commission made on land use change fees was lost to pay for freon-filled 
refrigerators that were dumped off after hours. The next scrap metal 
collection in 1996 will not allow refrigerators at all. Plans for hazardous 
waste collection days are in the making for this year: save April 15th as 
a day when you can dispose of your hazardous waste properly at the Keene 
land fill. Keep a look out for further ads and information!

SULLIVAN PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


In 1994, the Planning Board concentrated on updating the Master Plan, with 
various members gathering and organizing information, working on graphs and charts, 
and preparing draft versions of some of the sections. A survey of residents concerning 
land use issues provided a great deal of useful information and guidance for the Board in 
updating the Master Plan. Additionally, the Town's Base Map was prepared by the 
Southwest Regional Planning Commission and revised with the assistance of the Board a 
number of times. The process of adding property lines onto the Base Map is now being 
worked on, and various overlays such as aquifers, soils and slopes are expected to be 
available in the future. 


The Board reviewed and approved four subdivisions and one boundary line 
adjustment in 1994. The board also received and addressed various inquiries regarding 
subdivision procedures and other related matters. The Board continued to address 
matters concerning earth excavations, and the application of state law to excavation sites 
within the Town. Additionally, the Board has discussed at length the suitability of site 
plan review regulations to guide future commercial development in the Town. As usual, 
a number of Board members attended the annual Municipal Law Lecture Series in the 
Fall.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Sullivan as of and for the year ended December 31, 1993, as listed in the table of 
contents. These general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the 
Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general 
purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the general purpose financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the general purpose financial statements. An audit also 
includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall general purpose financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred to above 
do not include the General Fixed Assets Account Group, which should be included to 
conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be 
recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission 
described in the preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position 
of the Town of Sullivan as of December 31, 1993, and the results of its operations 
and cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial 
statements listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Sullivan. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, 
is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Sullivan for the year ended 
December 31, 1993, we considered the Town’s internal control structure in order to 
determine the scope of our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our 
opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these systems was not intended 
‘to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied on 
for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants, reportable conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating 
to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control 
structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability to record, 
process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of 
management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition 
in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure 
elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or 
irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial 
statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our 
consideration of the internal contro] structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable conditions 
and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are 
also considered to be materia! weaknesses as defined above. 


We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, 
no material weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems and records were identified. 


The following condition was noted that we do not consider to be a material weakness: 
REPEAT COMMENT 


The Town voted Article 16 of the March 14, 1989, annual Town Meeting to transfer 30% 
of Land Use Change Tax collections to the Conservation Commission Special Revenue Fund 
as authorized by New Hampshire RSA 79-A:25 II. The Town’s current policy is to 
transfer the 30% of the amount collected during the year to the Conservation 
Commission Special Revenue Fund after year end. Although the amount was not material, 
it was not transferred due to oversight. We again recommend that the Town transfer 
the funds immediately after the receipt of the Land Use Change Tax collections so that 
this situation will be alleviated in future years.

In addition to the foregoing, the following other matters came to our attention that 
we have discussed with management as opportunities for efficiency and/or cost savings 
related to the administration of the Town: 


TAX COLLECTOR 


The Tax Collector is required to file Barrington Notices to all delinquent taxpayers. 
This procedure was not performed in 1992 or 1993. The responsibility of performing 
this procedure rests with the Tax Collector. We again recommend that the Tax 
Collector contact the Department of Revenue Administration for guidance about whether 
to file these notices at this point in time. We also recommend the Tax Collector file 
these notices in 1994. 


The tax warrant apparently was not checked for accuracy to the detailed computerized 
listing of tax bills before the Board of Selectmen committed the warrant to the Tax 
Collector. This procedure should be done to insure the amount being committed to the 
Tax Collector is correct. Any abatements resulting from incorrect assessments should 
be formally approved by a majority of the Board of Selectmen prior to the abatements 
being posted to the tax warrant. The current property tax levy showed abatements 
against the uncollected taxes on the MS-61 form that had not been formally abated as 
of December 31, 1993. 


No notices to mortgagees were sent as required by RSA 80:65. RSA 80:65 states "the 
municipality, county or state as lienholder, within 45 days from the date of execution 
of the tax lien, shall identify and notify all persons holding mortgages upon such 
property as recorded in the office of the register of deeds..." "If the Selectmen 
determine that one or more outstanding mortgages exist, they may direct the collector 
of taxes to identify and to give such notice to any mortgagee, and the collector shall 
thereupon be entitled to receive the same fees as provided in RSA 80:67 for notifying 
any mortgagee of a payment after the execution of the tax lien." A tax collector’s 
deed may not be valid if proper notice was not given, therefore it is essential that 
this notice be sent timely and appropriately in order to validate the tax lien 
process. 


Also, notices of redemptions as described in RSA 80:70 are not always being sent to 
the Register of Deeds within 30 days after full redemption is made as required. 


GENERAL RECORDS 


The Town considers its Town officials, including the Tax Collector/Town Clerk, to be 
outside contractors, not Town employees. We recommend that Town officials be paid 
like ali other Town employees and receive W-2s at December 31. The Town still does 
not issue 1099s to any vendors/contractors. This is in violation of the IRS Code and 
should be corrected immediately. We would be pleased to assist in developing 
appropriate payroll] disbursement and filing procedures for the Town. 


We are pleased to report that the Town has taken several steps to become more 
efficient in its operations. The Town instituted one of our prior-year 
recommendations to approve the disbursement of funds by utilizing a check manifest 
system. This new procedure was instituted in December 1993 and appears to be 
functioning properly.

Also, the Town converted its manual recordkeeping system to an automated computer 
software program during 1993. The Town now has the capability of converting its 
current practice of cash basis accounting to a modified accrual basis accounting 
system. The software program has the capability of producing budget-to-actual 
comparative revenue and expenditure reports as well as a balance sheet report. We 
would be pleased to assist in the setup of these reports and training of the Town 
Bookkeeper to convert the accounting system to the modified accrual basis so that the 
Town will be in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 


TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


On January 6, 1994, the Trustees of Trust Funds issued a check to the Town of Sullivan 
for reimbursement of expenses relating to the revaluation. The check was not actually 
received by the Town Bookkeeper until February 17, 1994. We recommend that all future 
transfers of funds be made on a more timely basis. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others 
within the administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution 
of this report, which is a matter of public record.
